Symptoms of the Attica and An­ 
gola victims were similar—vomit­ 
ing, cramps, chills and diarrhea.

traced to staphylococcus, a com­ 
mon but not ordinarily deadly bac­ 
teria that probably flourished as 
ham sandwiches were left for sev­ 
eral hours in an unrefrigerated 
truck.

Its ex panded role has brought, and 
co ntinues to bring, significant changes in 
our economic sy stem, particularly in old- 
fashioned indiv idual enterprise capitalism. 
It is now more nearly welfare capitalism. 
Among statistics so far amassed: 
Twenty -fiv e million Americans, including 
v eterans, federal workers, armed forces, 
farmers and social security recipients, get 
checks regularly from the gov ernment. 
This is one adult in fiv e. Many others re­ 
ceiv e o ccasio nal pay ments. 
Federal warehouses are giv ing food to 
more than 5 million “ needy ” persons. This 
food is the go v ernment’s to giv e because 
of regimenting programs which get the 
farmers to go alo ng by buy ing their surplus 
products. 
Two million persons liv e in gov ernment 
subsidized housing. 
The federal go v ernment co mpetes with 
priv ate business by o perating more than 
20.000 
commercial-industrial 
facilities 
with capital assets of $20 billion. 
There are more than 100 federal agencies 
in the financial field with a to tal of $105 
billion in obligation. 
Federal aid to states, lo calities and indi­ 
v iduals mo unted from $147 millio n in 19 30 
to $7 .2 billion in 195 8 . 
Gov ernment-owned electric utilities ac­ 
co unted for one kilo watt in 18 generated 
in the natio n in 19 20. The figure is now 
one kilo watt in four. 
Since 19 00 no n-go v ernment emplo y ment 
has increased 100 per cent and go v ernment 
emplo y ment 6 5 0 per cent. 
This ex plains tax es which are growing 
at ev ery lev el of gov ernment. The o nly way 
to attack high tax es is thro ugh public de­ 
mand for lessened go v ernment activ itiy .

They also had ano ther traditio nal ex cu se, and 
it is o ne Eisenho wer u sed: internatio nal p ro blems 
are so co mp lex o nly fo reign ministers, being sp eci­ 
alists in details, sho u ld try to wo rk them o u t. 
This sy stem, o f co u rse, had a sp ecial v irtu e fo r 
go v ernment heads: 
they co u ld alway s rep u diate 
what their ministers did if the p u blic reactio n at 
ho me was bad. 
In the 19th Centu ry , when American iso latio n 
m eant stay ing o u t o f Eu ro p e’s affairs, p residents 
had no reaso n fo r su mmit meetings. 
President 
Theo do re Ro o sev elt, who went to Panam a in 1906, 
was the first p resident io leav e ho me 
Bu t gradu ally o v er the y ears—in a slo w, bit-bv bit 
p ro cess—time, ev ents and faster trav el eliminated 
the traditio nal av o idance o f su mmit meetings. P res­ 
ident Wilso n was the first to break thro u gh. Bu t it 
was a disaster. 
He went to Eu ro p e fo r the p eace settlem ent after 
Wo rld War I—a p erio d in which America tem p o r­ 
arily lo st its iso latio n—bu t his misfo rtu nes there 
and at ho me were a shu ddering rem inder to his 
su ccesso rs to watch o u t. 
America wrap p ed itself in iso latio n again, fo r 
almo st two decades. In that time the mo st m em ­ 
o rable su m m it meeting was a v ast disco u rage­ 
ment to mo re o f the same. That was British Minis 
ter Nev ille Cham berlain’s abject su rrender to Hit­ 
ler at Mu nich. 
Bu t American 
iso latio n 
was 
swep t 
away 
by 
Wo rld War II when fast decisio ns at the highest 
lev els were needed in a hu rry . The o ld p attern o f 
resistance to su m m it meetings then was bro ken 
fo rev er, altho u gh it may no t hav e seemed so then. 
The so u r resu lts o f the Genev a su mmit meeting 
which Eisenho wer attended in 195 5 —with the Allies 
and the So v iet Unio n—o nly strengthened his belief 
that nego tiatian was a jo b fo r sp ecialists, and no t 
heads o f go v ernment. 
Bu t no w circu m stances hav e p u shed him into 
meeting Khru shchev again, this time in Washingto n 
Sep t. 15 . Bu t if it were no t fo r the airp lane, Eisen­ 
ho wer’s trip Wednesday wo u ld hav e been u nthink­ 
able, becau se o f the time inv o lv ed.
